The British law retains some pecul- 
iar provisions 
with 
refereuce

"illness of the king." 
These provisions 
are mere survivals in the present 
set- 
tled order of government, 
but there 
was a time when the king's incapacity 
afforded 
opportunity 
to aspirants 
to 
the throne to shorten his day at a min- 
imum risk of detection. 
Accordingly 
certain wise precautions 
were matters 
of law. 
In his "Institutes" 
Coke says: "If 
the King be taken sick there ought to 
be a warrant 
issue 
from 
the

Council, 
addressed ,to certain

cians and surgeons, authorizing
